VOTE FOR ROADS APRIL 12TH 


“The policy of the Highway Department will be to con- 
nect all main highways, both north and south and east and 
west, that have ake ty been planned, build all necessary 
bridges and connect all county seats by the most feasible routes 
and also connect the Alabama Highway System with all import- 
ant roads from adjoining states." 


This is the brief and positive statement made by Colonel 
Woolsey Finnell, chairman and chief engineer of the State 
Highway Co len, with the approval of Commissioners Law 
and Turner. 


The above is the fixed policy and pledge of the Highway 
Department, depending only on the adoption of the $25,000,- 
000.00 roads bond issue to.be voted on by the people of Ala- 
bama on Tuesday, April | 2th. 


The amendment submitted provides that “‘It shall be the 
duty of the Highway Commission or Highway Lepartment to 
equitably apportion among ‘he several counties of the state the 
expenditure of both money and labor and the time or times for 
making such investment. 


“Not less than one quartes of a million dollars of the pro- 
ceeds of these bonds shall be set aside and expended by. the 
State Highway Commission in each county of the state. 


~ALABAMA NEEDS ROADS 
Every one of the sixty-seven counties will get its share of 
the bond issue money for its highways. 


To carry out its full plans for the construction of the nec- 
egsary roads and bridges to connect up the already planned and 
partially built, the Highway Commission will have the $25,000,- 
000.00 to be voted by the people April 12th and also about 
$6,000,000.00 of Federal Aid money, according to present 
estimates of U. S. Highway authorities. 


Not more than ten per cent of the road work proposed fo: 
the four-year program will be done with convict labor. 


It is the announced policy of the Highway Commission 
to expend the bend issue money for road work to be done 
under contract. 


Three convict road camps will be located in different 
parts of the state, on three different roads. These will be main- 
tained, as far as possible, from the gasoline tax. 


It is the avowed purpose and policy of the Highway Com- 
mission to use the bond issue money only for the construction 
of roads and bridges. 


The roads will be maintained from license tax funds and
